Where: At office of local hoard having jurisdiction where, 


the person to be registered permanently resides, or any other 
place designated by that local board. 


How: Go in person on June 5 fo your registration place. 


If you expect to be absent from home on June 5 go to the office of 
the local board wherever you happen to be. Have your registra- 
tion card filled out and certified. Mail it to the local board having 
.jurisdiction where you pennanently reside. 
Enclose a self-ad- 


dressed stumped envelope witli your registration card tor (lie re- 
turn of your registration certificate. You must mail your regis- 
tration card in time to reach your home board on June 5. If you 
are sick on June 5 and unable to- present yourself send some 
competent person. The clerk may deputize him to prepare your 
card.
